The Danger Is Real 


It is difficult to communicate to youngsters the real 
meaning of danger. City officials, especially law 
enforcement officials, have been extremely concerned 
with regard to the open ditch which is a part of the process 
of putting in the new sewer across the midwestem part of 
the city. This 24 inch tile .has been laid from the sewage 
disposal plant site almost to 11th Street, and necessarily 
part of the ditch must be left open for a period of time. 
It is the habit of children to play around this open ditch, 
and even on the machinery which has been left in place by 
workmen. This is the way with youngsters. They have no 
real fear or realization of danger. 
Now a man is dead from a cave-in as he worked in the 
ditch. He was an experienced workman, and it was his 
business to make the ditch secure for himself and others 
who were working there. This ought to make all parents 
realize this could happen, to children as well. 
At 'this time of waterlogged, ground conditions, the 
danger is even more prevalent. 
If you have children who could possibly be playing 
around the area of this open ditch, watch after them, and 
keep them at home until the work is completed. The life 
you save might well be your own child.

Kidnapings have been much 
in the news lately - particularly 
political kidnapings such as that 
of Patty Hurst by the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army 
We 
are apt to shake our heads and 
mutter, 
“What is the world 
coming to." forgetting that such 
kidnapings 
a re as 
old 
as 
civilization and not a new idea 
as the Symbionese Liberation 
group would have one think. 
During the Civil War such a 
kidnaping was planned 
by 
Confederate Colonel Robert M. 
Martin and his friend, Lt John 
W. Headley. The two were part 
of a group historians call the 
Northwest 
Conspirators. This 
group was composed mainly of 
men who had been under the 
command of General John Hunt 
Morgan and had taken part in 
the famous raid across Indiana 
in July of 1863. The group had its 
headquarters in Canada and 
were dedicated to the overthrow 
of the United States government 
in any way possible. 
Both 
Martin 
and 
Headley 
were good looking young men. 
soft-spoken, 
good-mannered, 
nothing at all like we picture 
such persons. They journeyed 
aboul the northern states quite 
freely 
and 
were 
seldom 
suspected by the citizens to be 
anything but men going about 
their ordinary business. 
One evening as they sat in 
their hotel room in Louisville. 
Kentucky they hatchedihe idea 
of kidnaping the newly elected 
Vice 
P resid en t, 
Andrew 
Johnson, who was then visiting 
the 
city 
on 
his 
way 
to 
W ashington 
D C 
for 
the 
inaugeration. If Johnson could 
be kidnaped and spirited to the 
confederate capital of Rich­ 
mond, Virginia, he might be 
held for any ransom 
the 
C onfederate 
leaders 
might 
demand. Perhaps he could be 
exchanged 
for 
valuable 
prisoners being 
held 
in 
the 
north. 
They went at once to the 
W ashington 
Hotel 
where 
Johnson was staying 
ip look 
over the place and perfect their 
scheme. They watched John­ 
son’s movements and by asking 
discreet questions learned that 
the Vice-Preisdent elect usually 
retired to his room about seven 
o’clock each evening with only 
one old negro servant to attend 
him. 
It was decided that Headley, 
who had met Johnson when he 
was the military governor of 
Tennessee, would remind him of 
that meeting, then ask Johnson 
for a Federal appointment and 
keep him engaged in con­ 
versation until Martin could 
enter the room unobserved with 
a drawn pistol and then the two 
of them would escort him to a 
wailing carriage 


But they knew it would not be 
safe to try tins plan without 
help They would need someone 
to 
d riv e 
the 
“ g e ta w a y ” 
carriage, and others to act as 
lookouts to make sure they were 
not surprised by unexpected 
-callers. They made contact w ith 
three other young confederates 
who had just escaped from the 
Johnson Island Military Prison 
and enlisted their aid 


At six o’clock the following 
evening they were to meet at the 
Hotel Washington. Headley and 
M artin 
engaged 
a 
closed 
carriage and drove it to within a 
short distance from the hotel’s 
side doors. 
He 
then 
went 
through the crowded lobby and 
up I lie stairs to the second floor 
room 
w here 
Johnson 
was 
staying, relying on the fact that 
politicians meet so many people 
it is impossible to remember 


them all, to keep Johnson from 
remembering just who he was. 
The door to Johnson's suite 
was half open and 
Headley 
could 
see 
several 
people 
leaving. He ducked into a 
vacant 
room to wait 
until 
Johnson had bid them good­ 
night. Just then Martin came up 
to tell him there had been a 
hitch in their plans. Only one of 
their 
three helpers 
had ap­ 
peared. The Union soldiers had 
recognized the other two and 
were chasing them. There was 
no one to act as lookouts. 
They decided to postpone the 
kidnaping to the following night. 
It would be then or never. 
Johnson was leaving on a late 
train for Cincinnati. This time 
the whole cast of characters 
assembled. Headley entered the 
hotel as before. It was not so 
crowded. The clerk looked up as 
lie mounted the stairs. Headley 
reached for his gun, ready to 
start 
shooting 
if 
he 
were 
recognized. The clerk only 
smiled and went back to reading 
his evening paper. With a great 
sigh of relief, Headly continued 
to Johnson's room and found it 
unlocked. 
The door to the bedroom was 
closed, the living room deser­ 
ted. Headley was about to enter 
i he bedroom when he heard 
voices and went back to peek 
into 
the 
corridor. 
Several 
Yankee officers and their ladies 
were standing outside another 
suite talking and laughing. Just 
(hen 
M artin cam e up and 
greeted Headley as if they had 
business. They stood in the 
doorway of Jo h n so n ’s suite 
talking about a fictious cotton 
deal, quoting prices and nodding 
at 
one another. 
After 
what 
seemed like 
a 
lifetime, 
the 
soldiers left. 
Quickly they crossed to the 
bedroom door and flung it open, 
thinking Johnson was in bed. 
The room was unoccupied. 
Thinking that 
Johnson 
must 
have gone for a stroll, they went 
to the lobby and asked for him. 
“ He left for Cincinnati on the 
five o’clock boat 
I guess you 
missed him,” they were told. 
But 
for an unexplained last 
m inute 
change 
in 
plans, 
Johnson 
would 
have 
been 
kidnaped 
Even if they had 
known of the change, they could 
have captured Johnson easily. It 
was not to be. 
It is interesting to speculate 
what might have happened if 
these man had been successful 
for it was only a few months 
later that John Wilkes Booth 
fired his fatal shot and Andrew 
Johnson became president. 
After the war ended, amnesty 
was declared for all but a small 
group of southern officers. 
M artin 
and 
Headley 
were 
am ong these not pardoned. 
When they returned home, the 
Provost Marshal of Kentucky 
imprisoned them and it was a 
year before they could persuade 
(he government to turn them 
loose 
After 
his 
release, 
Colonel 
Martin moved tit Evansville, 
Indiana where he operated a 
tobacco warehouse for many 
years. Headley was engaged in 
the same business in Kentucky 
and often visited with Martin. 
When Martin died in 1900 of a 
Inrui ailment, brought on by the 
opening of an old wound, the 
citizens of Evansville mourned 
him sincerely for he had been a 
model citizen. 
Headley was also a much 
respected business man, and 
entering politics in his native 
state, was elected Secretary of 
Stale of Kentucky serving from 
1891 to 1896. The date of his 
death is not known.

INTEREST PAID ON DEATH BENEFÍT

My husband died three months ago. He carried life 
insurance policies with three major companies. The 
circumstances of his death required an autopsy report 
that took over 60 days before it was issued. Two of the 
companies paid interest on the policy proceeds from the 
date of death. One refuses to pay interest. Banks now pay 
from 5 to 7 per cent interest. Why should this company use 
my money free of charge? 


(A) 
The mutual company in its 113 years of existence 
has never paid interest on death proceeds. However, due 
to a gentle assist by the author, it has now decided, by 
action of the Board of Directors, to pay 5% from the date 
of death to the date of settlement. This rate is the same as 
is currently paid on money left cm deposit with full right o 
withdrawal under the Deposit Option of its policies. The 
company stated, “We are pleased to inform you of this 
liberalization in our practice.”

1,800 
persons from California alone,” 
iie reported.

Whether Reed is correct or 
not in his super claims is not 
important. Both methanol and 
ethanol (grain alcohol) are 
highly useful alcohols which 
new research promises to make 
available cheaply 
from

variety of sources. We already 
manufacture a billion gallons of 
methanol a year. Ethanol was 
used extensively in Europe as a 
motor fuel in World War I and 
II. 
The sun shining on green 
plants and trees, produces a 
hundred-bill ion tons of cellulose 
a year, most of which is not 
utilized. Though it will never 
come about, in theory we could 
obtain all our present energy 
needs from giant farms of high 
output plants and trees. 
More practically, methanol 
made from trash and other 
agricultural waste could supply 
10 per cent of our current energy 
needs, enough to balance out the 
recent Arab oil embargo. Not 
today of course. Development 
on a large scale would take five 
to 10 years or more. But the 
potential is tremendous. The 
A rm y’s N atick L aboratories 
have demonstrated that one ton 
of waste paper can produce 68 
gallons of ethanol. Unrecycled 
U.S. paper wastes alone could 
be turned: into seven-million 
gallons of gasoline equivalent a 
day. A 100,000 cattle feedlot 
could produce the equivalent of 
six-million gallons a year. 
This waste approach is at­ 
tractiv e 
because 
it 
would 
produce energy and 
fight 
pollution in the same process, 
ridding our 
communities of 
huge 
amounts 
of 
waste 
m aterial. 
But 
for 
the 
reasonable future, coal offers 
the best prospects for really 
large-scale production. And 
methanol from coal bums with 
far far less pollution than coal, 
gasoline or most gases produced 
from coal. But here again, a 
quick result is not in the cards.

his job is sale.' I wouldn't say 
anybody's job is safe You give 
a fellow a vole oí confidence, 
and 10 days later lie's gone 
When you're in last place, or 
right around there, nobody is 
safe. 
"I had a talk with Quilici 
two-three weeks ago I told him 
‘you’d belter become boss of 
the ball club You can't le' 
these guys walk all over you.

Court Ruling ‘Worries’ 
Alleged ‘Obscene’ Merchants

WASH I NOTON (UPI > — The 
Supreme (’our* Monday gave 
juries more leeway to find 
books and movies obscene, and 
some lawyers for booksellers, 
1 i br a i" i e s a nd f i 1 n i d is t ribut o r s 
are worried. 
“It's a very, very menacing 
filing," said Maxwell J. Lillien- 
stein of New York, who 
i -epr esen t s A11i erica n B< xikse 11 - 
crs Association and other 
publishing interests. 
“1 can see (booksellers» 
going through the selves, 
pulling out the doubtful items." 
Both Lillienstein and William 
1). North of Chicago, who 
represents the American Li­ 
brary Association, saw* serious 
danger that alleged obscenity 
will be used as a screen for 
continuing the attack on books 
which arc socially, economical­ 
ly or politically distasteful to a 
particular group. North cited 
"Down These Mean Streets" by 
Priri Thomas and Fldridge 
Cleaver’s “Soul on Ice" as 
examples. 
Publishing and film interests 
had urged the high court to 
refine its 1973 rule by declaring 
that “community standards for 
determining obscenity must be 
state-wide and no» those in a 
particular locality. But the 
justices refused in their 5-4 
decision to do so. 
The majority 
ruling 
by 
Justice William H. Rehnquist 
said last year's opinion means 


juries may "rely on the 
under si a n d i n g c >f the c< mi mum - 
»y from which they came" but 
that if slates wish to express 
'tie standards" in more precise 
geographic terms" they may do 
so.In the process, the justices 
viewed Hie film “Carnal 
Knowledge" and unanimously 
found it not to be obscene.
